
The chief investigator of New Orleans District At- 
torney Jim Garrison has told Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
that there was ‘'no basis in fact and no material evidence 
in Garrison’s case for an assassination plot against the 
late Pr^ident Kennedy/* it was reported today. 



Garrison contends that the as- 
aasinatlon was the result of a 
ocnspiracy, disputing the War- 
ren Commission finding that Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone as 
the killer. 

William H. Gurvich, the chief 
investigator, could not be 
reached lor comment on the 
report, which was carried by 
the National Broadcasting Co. 
on its 11 p.HL television news 
program last night. 

Sen. Kennedy, through 
spokesman, said he had spoken 
to Gurvich recently. Bu^ Ken- 
nedy added: *1 have not dis- 
cussed the substance ol our 
conversation and I think It 
would be inappropriate to do 
so now." 

Shaw Indictment 

Clay L. 'Shaw, 54-year old re- 
tired businessman, is under in- 
dictment in New Orleans on 
charges of conspiracy to mur- 
der Kennedy in (Dallas in 19W. 

Shaw was bound over for trial 
after a preliminary hearing in 
whkh Garrison alleged that 
Shaw, Oswald and the late 
David W. Ferrie plotted ix> mur- 
der Kennedy. 

In ac copyrighted Interview 
today the Long Island newspa- 
per Newsday quoted Gurvich 
as saying that Kennedy had told 
him he was “extremely grate- 
ful" that Gurvich had come to 
see him. 

The story also said in part: 

“He, Gurvich, was asked 11 It 
were true that, as some reports 
had It, he had told the Senator 
that the Garrison investigation 
was *a hoax.’ Gurvich said, That 
is absolutely untrue. I think Mr. 
Gardson believes In what he is 
doing. He Is sincere.’ " 

The account aald Gurvich re- 
plied ' no comment" when asked 
If he had told Kennedy there 
was no substance to the Investi- 
gation. The story said: 

Asked why he denied saying 
the investigation was a hoax but 
refused to deny he told Kennedy 
there was no substance to it, 
Gurvich said, There's a differ- 
ence between a hoax and sayjing 
there’s nothing to It,*”

lished by his father, a former

In New Orleans, meanwhile, 
Garrison announced plans to 
summon the director of the 
Metropolitan Crime Commis- 
sion before the Orleans Parish 
country grand Jury. 

The commission, a nonprofit 
citizens' corporation that con- 
ducts research and Investigates 
criminal justice and law en- 
forcement in the metropolitan 
New Orelans area, had atadeed 
Garrison’s tactics in the assas- 
sination probe. 

Garrison referred yeeterday 
to an appearance of Commis- 
sion Director Aaron Kohn be- 
fore an earlier grand Jury to 
air cliarges of organized crime 
in New Orleans and aaid Kohn 
had been "e^osed" as a result 

“The last time he was exposed 
as a liar and he will be in this 
case/* Garrison said. 

Earlier, the crime commission 
called upon Louisiana Aity.

stated to the above questions, 
did not generally denote spe- 
cific deception and therefore 
would be considered as truth- 
ful answers." Purr said In his 
sworn statement. 

Garrison could not be 
reached on the allegations. 
Norvel suggested that If Gar- * 
rison denied his charges, then 
the flamiboyant district at- 
torney should “take a lie de- 
tector test himself.*' 

Norvel, owner of an elec- 
tronics equipment firm and 
a former night club operator, 
was summoned before a grand i 
Jury in New Orleans 10 days 
ago in connection with the ' 
alleged conspiracy to assassi- 
nate President Kennedy. Ho 
appeared but did not testify, 
left New Orleans and was 
then caUed again in absentia. 

New Orleans authorities 
have asked police in Chicago 
— where he reportedly went 
after visiting Columbus, Ohio 
— to (help locate Norvel. 

This reporter had inter- 
viewed the slender, nattily 



<iressed witnesa in New Or- I 
leana on March 18 shortly 
before he left the city. He 
waa contacted by Hearst 
Headline Service last nl^ht 
In hla hideaway, and Ntorvel 
volunteered to t^e a test to 
help substantiate his story. 
Lie detector tests are not per- 
mitted as proof In federal 
court, but they are C(»i 5 id- 
ered a useful Investigative 
' tool when physical evidence . 
cannot be produced. 

Oarrlson has never 
clear why he wanted 
before the grand Jury.' “A 
friend of Norvel’s, attorney 
Dean Andrews Jr.« has al- 
ready been indicted by the 
grand jury on a perjury 
charge. 

Norvel, a sports car fan, , 
has no recbrd of criminal ' 
convictions, although he had 
been charged with traffic 
counts and was held briefly 
on suspicion In a stolen car 
case when he was 21. 

Norvel attended the Uni- 
versity of California and 
Louisiana State University 
and was living in New York 
City at the time of the Ken- 
nedy assassination, Nov. 22. 
1963. he said. He was born 
in New Orleans. 

In the test, he was asked 
* control questions, such as “Is 
your shirt white?” “Do you 
drink coffee?” “What Is your 
<age?“ 

The reaction of the control 
questions on a graph electri- 
cally linked to a blood pres- 
sure apparatus was then 
compared with such crucial 
questions as “Do you now 
honestly believe Garrlaoitt'a 
conspiracy prosecuUon is a 
fraud?” 

Furr, former president of 
the National Capital Poly- 
graph Assn., is a retired lie 
detector specialist from the 
Washington metropolitan po- 
lice. Norvel said today’s test 
was the first he had ever i 
taken. 

Costs for the test were met \ 
by Hearst Headline Service 
and transportation was paid 
by the National Brofidcast- 
Ing Co., which shared the re- 
sults. No payment was made 
to Norvel for taking the test, 
and no effort was made to 
detain him. 

Outside the teat Norvel said 
that he had met both Shaw 
and Ferrle but never In con- 
nection with the alleged con- 
spiracy.
